Ice boom 
installed 

The placement of the 22 
spans of the Lake Erie- 
Niagara River ice boom 
began last Wednesday. 

The ice boom is 
installed when Lake 
Erie's water temperature 
reaches 4°C, or on Dec. 
16-whichever comes 
first. 


The ice boom has 
been installed near the 
outlet of Lake Erie each 
winter since 1964 to 
reduce the amount of 
ice entering the Niagara 
River. The reduction of 
ice entering the river 
reduces the potential for 
ice jams, which can result 
in damage to shoreline 
property and significantly 
reduce water flow for 
hydro electric power 
productions. 

Ownership and the 


cost of operating and 
maintaining the boom is 
shared by the New York 
Power Authority and the 
Ontario Power Generation. 

Installation, operation 
and removal of the boom 
is done by the New York 
Power Authority. The use 
of the boom is authorized 
by the International 
Joint Commission 
with its International 
Niagara Board of Control 
overseeing its installation, 
operation and removal.

CNP announced its plans 
late last year to replace the 
power line and two aging 
lattice steel towers—one 
on both sides of the bor¬ 
der—that were over 100 
years old. CNP selected 
O’Connell Electric as the 
contractor for the duration 
of the project. 

The international power 
line connects CNP and 
National Grid’s transmis¬ 
sion systems. Rebuilding 


line was necessary to 
restore electrical reliability 
to the CNP transmission 
system in Fort Erie. 

The first two stages 
which involved the removal 
of the cables from the two 
steel towers and the tow¬ 
ers themselves—one at the 
foot of Queen Street in Fort 
Erie, and the second tower 
at the Buffalo High Tower 
in Buffalo—were com¬ 
pleted in 2014. 

The final stage, which 
involves the placement 
of new poles, stringing of 
cables, and re-energiz¬ 
ing the line between the 
two transmission systems, 
began in October.

• 12 slices firm bread, discard crusts 
and cube bread 

• 1 cup cubed Cheddar cheese 

• 1 cup cubed ham • 3 cups milk 

• 6 large eggs 

• 1/2 teaspoon dried thyme 

• 1/2 teaspoon salt 

• 1/2 teaspoon ground black pepper 


• Beat milk, eggs, thyme, salt, and black 
pepper together in a bowl. 


• Pour egg mixture over bread mixture; cover 
and refrigerate 8 hours or overnight. 


• Preheat oven to 350 degrees F 
(175 degrees C). 


• Bake uncovered egg mixture in the 
preheated oven until center is set, about 
1 hour. Allow to sit and cool for 15 minutes 
before serving.

• 1/2 teaspoon almond extract 

• 2 cups blanched almond flour 

• 1/2 teaspoon Celtic sea salt 

• 1 teaspoon baking soda 

• 1 cup dried cranberries 

• 1/2 cup dried apricots, chopped 

• 1/2 cup pistachios, chopped 

• 1/2 cup walnuts, chopped 


1. Wash the orange and boil it whole (peel and all) for 11/2 hours, or until soft. 

2. Place whole orange (peel and roll) in a food processor and blend until smooth. 

3. Process in eggs, agave, almond extract, almond flour, salt and baking soda until 
well blended. 

4. Transfer mixture to a bowl and stir in cranberries, apricots, pistachios 
and walnuts 

5. Pour mixture into a greased, almond flour dusted 9-inch springform pan. 

6. If cake begins to brown on top before center is done, cover with tin foil. 

7. Bake at 350° for 45-55 mins, or until a knife stuck in the center comes out clean. 

8. Cool in the pan for 2 hours. 

9. Serve.
